The term Vaudols la applied to ths 
inhabitants of the Canton ofVsud In 
Switzerland. 

The w s (d en sen were a sect said to 
have derived their name from Peter 
Waldo, a merchant of Lyons who prac- 
ticed what he regarded ss tbe pure doc- 
trine of the Scriptures in the year 1160. 
His views spread through Prance, Italy 
Bohemia, and adherents became num- 
erous lu tbe province and valleys of 
Piedmont. 

Tiieoe people were condemned by the 
Syne* 1 of Tarrogana, in 12*2. Large 
numbers were put to death. Those 
living in tbe valleys suffered from per- 
secution under Slxts IT. A crusade 
was u reached against them. Persecu- 
tion of the Vaudols of Piedmont con- 
tinued until about the middle of tbe 
eighteenth century. In 1848, Sardinia 
was granted full religious and ecclesi- 
astical liberty, and equality of civil 
and political rights, by the Hotnan 
Catholics. Until 1S48 they were con- 
fined to three valleys of the Cottlan 
'Alps— Lucerne, Perosa and San Marti - 
do. since 1818 they have organized new 
congregations in other towns of Sardi- 
nia, and since 18&B in all parts of Italy. 
Their doctrines are similar to those of 
the Reformed churches. They recog- 
nize the Bible as their only rule of faith , 
and agree with tbe Calvlnists in regard 
with the Lord's supper, but have not 
adopted tbe doctrine of absolute pre. 
destination. Every congregation has a 
consistory composed of a minister, eld 
er, and deacon. Above this consistory 
Is placed the supreme consistory, called 
tbe Table, composed of three clergy- 
men and two laymen.— .Episcopal Rtc- 
ord.
